W ashington, Dec. 21.—Form er Rep­ 
resentative Jim W atson of Indiana, 
who used to b e Repub lican whip of the 
house and whose gub ernatorial aspira­ 
tions were nipped in the hud b y the 
Democrats of his state, came to the 
W hite House yesterday. The floors of 
the new ex ecutive office corridors are 
as slippery as those of a b allroom and 
large statesm en like Mr. W atson have 
to he careful. 
After a b rief audience 
with Secre ary Carpenter Mr. W atson 
hurried out joyful and serene. 
As he 
neared the doors which lead to the 
open air his feet slipped and he came 
close to descending with force upon 
the lower part of his overcoat. 
As he 
looked 
around 
disgustedly 
he 
re­ 
marked. “Why, that floor’s too slippery 
even for a politician.” 
President Talf talked politics with 
several visitors and paid more atten­ 
tion to the situation which confronts 
the Repub lican party in Ohio and in 
Indiana than he has since he assumed 
office. 
Mr. Taft saw b oth Assistant 
Attorney General W ade Ellis, who 
comes from Ohio, and former Repre­ 
sentative W atson. 
In b oth Ohio and 
Indiana, it is asserted, the Repub lican 
party is not in any too flourishing a 
condition, and in Ohio it is facing a 
serious question as to whom it shall 
nominate to m ake the race for the gov­ 
ernorship at the nex t election. 
Ohio 
Repub lican leaders are anx ious that 
President Taft interest himself in the 
situation in the b uckeye state. 
F orm er Representative W atson talk 
ed with the president ab out Indiana 
affairs, which are neither as vital to 
the president nor quite as pressing. 
No governor is to b e chosen in Indiana 
nex t year, hut the legislature is to he 
selected. 
Jam es Goodrich, chairman 
of the state Repub lican committee, has 
resigned and the committee will elect 
a successor early nex t year. 
The 
Hemenway-W atson faction, it was stat­ 
ed, will m ake no effort to elect a sue 
cessor to Mr. Goodrich, b ut will per 
mit Senator Beveridge to pick his own 
chairman. 
Senator Beveridge will he 
allowed to run the Indiana political 
machinery as he sees fit. and will b e 
handed also all the responsib ility. 
He 
will make a determ ined fight, it was 
said, to win the state hack to the Re. 
pub lican fold.
